The Ncrth American Indian is a 
figure always surrounded in our minds 
! from eariy childhood by the atmos­ 
phere of tragedy and a halo of poetic 
sentiment inhided first from tales of 
Peter Parley, iater in deeper draughts 
from Fenimore Cooper, and last of all 
from the deepest springs of all, those 
of a common humanity and simple 
justice. 
Dixon people were given a rare op­ 
portunity Tuesday evening of hearing 
a native Indian lecturer, H 
II 
Em ­ 
mett, at the Baptist church tell the 
story of his race. 
Mr 
Emmett has 
been in our city for several days. 
lie 
is a striking figure, tall and slender, 
with the raven hair and ey es and 
swart complexion of his race. 
In his 
lecture he lias a ceaseless How 01 elo­ 
quence that 
rushes 
forth with 
a 
strange rapidity, and a fund ol humor 
as well at 
times the most biting 
sa rcasm. 
Mr. Em m ett’s father, who is over no 
years of age, is chief of the Abniki 
tribe and lives at their head on a 
Western reservation. 
His 
mother 
was the daughter ol 
Rev. Richard 
Lombard, a Methodist missionary to 
the Indians. 
Mr. Em m ett’s wife is 
also the daughter 
of a Methodist 
divine. 
He gave the stirring lecture 
of 
last evening under three 
subdivis­ 
ions, 
beginning 
with 
the 
or­ 
igin 
of 
the 
North 
American 
Indian, which he traced back to the 
dim period of its crossing the North­ 
ern waters from Asia to America, in 
prehistoric times, giving Adam a s our 
common ancestor and claiming kin­ 
ship with the audience on that score. 
But he 
advanced a more striking 
claim to their respect and considera­ 
tion than that when, in lthe heated 
eloquence of loyally to his people, and 
of outraged justice, he declared him­ 
self to be the only genuine American 
there, which was true. 
The second division ol his lecture 
related to the sociai life and conditions 
of his people, treating with a respect 
ing comprehension and a tenderness 
born of a sense of their c'aims and of a 
loyalty that gives patriots and martyrs 
to the world. 
He portrayed, vividly, 
the sac re dries,-, of the domestic hearth, 
protected sufficiently by the canvas 
curtain of a tent, to draw in contrast 
a picture of civilized barriers against 
the lurking foe. whose paths are not 
the paths of light. 
The third part of the picture was 
by far the most exciting and in which 
lie grew the most earnest and elo­ 
quent. 
It dealt, 
and dealt boldly, 
with the Government’s dealing with 
the Indians. 
He told much that was 
known before, and much that was not 
and of a startling nature that reversed 
the order of cruelties between the two 
races, and he exploited these grew- 
soriiu facts with a picturesque elo­ 
quence and a bold 
frankness that 
gave proof of his belief in them. 
Jie 
said that of the more than a thousand 
treaties the Government 
had made 
with the Indians not one of them had 
been held sacred by the Government 
and quoted government official’s re­ 
ports as authority. 
Mr. Emmett has manifested in his 
own person the ability of his own 
people and stands today a welcome 
and fervently applauded lecturer be­ 
fore the most cultured audiences of, 
the country that was once the heri 
tage ot tiie fathers of his race.

co m p any must at once p rep are to p ro duce extra p ower in o rder to 


ta k e care o f this contract 
The amendments they ask for have been ap p ro ved by their own 
atto rney in Chicago and also by the atto rney of the trust co mp any 
with who m they are no go tiating for a bo nd sale of abo ut $200,000. 
It has been agreed by this co mp any that they will p urchase the 
bo nds if the amendments are granted by the council. 
It is ho p ed 
th a t this will be the last step in securing the mo ney for the imp ro ve­ 
ment of a Dixo n institution which means so much to the city. 
The 
o btaining o f the mo ney has been a tedio us task, attended by many 
delays and anno yances.

Chicago’s Centennial J ubilee, to be 
given this fall, is beginning to attract 
j attention throughout 
the Western 
; States. 
From .September 26 to Octo* 
! her 1 the city will he the scene of a 
series of municipal fetes such as have 
| been equaled only in the days of the 


j Romans. 
; 
Two of the most popular features on 
the program will be the military pa­ 
rade for President Roosevelt, and a 
vivid reproduction of the burning of 
Chicago. 
The ;parade 
will include United 
States troops from the forts of the 
West, the State militia, crack regi­ 
ments from different 
parts of the 
country, and other uniformed organ­ 
izations. 
In 
the' mimic conflagration, live 
hundred tons of Roman fire will be ig­ 
nited simultaneously on the tops of 
the taller buildings within the area 
burned by the great fire of 1871. The 
skyscrapers will be especial vantage 
grounds for the display, and from the 
DeKoven street home of the famous 
Mrs. O’Leary, where the great tire 
started, there will bea flight of bombs.

reproduction of Fort Dearborn, built
